farmer living seven' miles soulh of 
Jonesboro, fulfilled suicide threats he 
hael been making for several days by 
drinking two ounce.'; of carbolic acid 
near his home at 11 a. m. Thursday. 
The body was found in a grove near 
his home a fow minutes later by one 
of his sons. 


Wilson is survived by his wife nnd 


six children, three of whom live at 
home. He had been despondent for 
some lime and often told members of 
his family that he was going lo kill 
himself. A few days ago he said he 
hael "picked oul u fine place to kill 
myself." Ho said he was going to 
shoot himself at (he grove where his 
body was found this morning, and 
asked for his shotgun. Relatives re- 
fused to let him hjive it. 


Wilson came lo Jonesboro about !> 


in the morning and bought two ounces 
of carbolic acid. Instead of reluming 
to his home by the usual route, he 
went by an old road and cut across a 
field te> the grove he had selected as 
a place of death. He drank the poison 
I hero and dieel a few minutes later. 


His son discovered the body. Coro- 


ner H. H, Pratt was summoned but no 
inquest was held, as evidence dearly
